It’s gadget season, and Google wants in 
on all the fun that Microsoft and Apple 
have been having. 

Google unveiled a new Nexus phone, 
tablet and Android operating system 
Monday Its goal is to wrest back some of 
the attention that Windows 8, Surface, 
the iPad, iPad mini and iPhone 5 have 
gotten over the past several weeks. 

The Nexus 4 is the fourth annual 
“Google phone,” designed by the search 
giant and manufactured by one of its An- 
droid partners— this time, LG. Google 
didn’t say much about the device, other 
than that it has the latest quad-core mo- 
bile processor (that’s fast), and a 4.7-inch 
screen (really big). 

Google’s Nexus phones have never 
sold particularly well, but this time 
Google is trying something bold. For 
$299, customers can buy a Nexus 4 with- 
out a two-year contract, quite cheap for 
an unlocked high-end smartphone. An 
unlocked iPhone 5, by comparison, costs 
$650. 

The base model Nexus 4 comes with 
8 gigabytes of storage, half the typi- 
cal amount for a smartphone. A 16 GB 
phone is available for $349. Both will go 
on sale Nov 13 online at the Google Play 
store. T-Mobile customers also can get a 
16 GB version with a two-year contract 
for $199. 

The Nexus also works on AT&T, 
which uses a similar network technol- 
ogy but it isn’t compatible with Veri- 
zon’s network or Sprint’s, according to a 
Google spokesman. 

The search leader also announced a 
new 10 -inch tablet, dubbed the Nexus 
10. With 300 pixels per inch, the Sam- 
sung device has the highest-resolution 
screen for any tablet, Google claims, 
including the iPad with Apple’s Retina 
display 

The Nexus 10 allows for multiple user 
accounts, so that a family can share the 
device and keep separate apps and set- 
tings for each user. 

It also has stereo speakers and a stan- 
dard tablet battery that lasts for nine 


hours. 

The price tag is competitive: The 16 
GB version will go on sale on the Google 
Play store Nov 13 for $399, and a 32 GB 
version will be available for $499. Com- 
parable iPads are each $100 more ex- 
pensive. 


“We think today’s devices offer the 
very best that money can buy,” Android 
chief Andy Rubin said in a blog post. 

A launch event had been planned in 
New York, but it was canceled due to 
Hurricane Sandy Google announced the 
devices in a blog post instead.

EAST COAST SHUTS DOWN AS SANDY’S 
DESTRUCTION CRASHES ASHORE

NEW YORK Sand)? one of the biggest storms 
ever to hit the U.S., roared ashore with fierce 
winds and heavy rain Monday near the gam- 
bling resort of Atlantic City NJ., after forcing 
evacuations, shutting down transportation 
and interrupting the presidential campaign. 

High winds and flooding racked hundreds 
of miles of Atlantic coastline while heavy 
snows were forecast farther inland at higher 
elevations as the center of 
the storm marched west- 
ward. 

By Monday evening, at 
least lo people were report- 
ed dead. 

More than 3 million cus- 
tomers already were left 
without power by early eve- 
ning and more than a mil- 
lion people were subject to 
evacuation orders. Many 
communities were swamped 
by floodwaters. 

The National Hurricane 
Center said Sandy came 
ashore as a “post-tropical cy- 
clone,” meaning it still packed 
hurricane-force winds but lost the characteris- 
tics of a tropical storm. It had sustained winds 
of 80 mph, well above the threshold for hurri- 
cane intensity Sandy previously had been char- 
acterized as a hurricane. 

The storm’s target area includes big popula- 
tion centers such as New York City, Washing- 
ton, Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

Trees were downed across the region, un- 
tethered pieces of scaffolding rolled down 
the ghostly streets of New York City, falling 
debris closed a major bridge in Boston and 
floodwater inundated side streets in the re- 
sort town of Dewey Beach, Del., leaving just 
the tops of mailboxes in view 

In Washington, President Obama appealed 
to the tens of millions of people in the hurri- 
cane’s path to follow directions given to them 
by authorities. 

“If the public’s not following instructions, 
that makes it more dangerous for people, and 
it means that we could have fatalities that 
could have been avoided,” Obama said at the 
White House, adding that people should ex- 


pect long power outages and idled transporta- 
tion systems. 

U.S. stock markets were closed for the first 
time since the attacks of Sept, ii, 2001, and 
will remain shut Tuesday The federal govern- 
ment in Washington was closed and schools 
were shut up and down the East Coast. 

One disaster forecasting company pre- 
dicted economic losses ultimately could reach 
$20 billion, only half insured. 

Governors up and down 
the East Coast declared 
states of emergency Mary- 
land’s Martin O’Malley 
warned there was no ques- 
tion Sandy would kill people 
in its way 

The storm interrupted 
the presidential campaign 
with eight days to go before 
the election, as Obama and 
Republican challenger Mitt 
Romney canceled events. 
Both men acted cautiously 
to avoid coming across as 
overtly political while mil- 
lions of people are imperiled 
by the storm. 

The early signs were that New York City 
was mostly weathering the storm well. 

“In the olden days, you would have had lots 
of fatalities. We’re not through this yet. ... It 
may be as bad of {a} storm as we’ve ever seen, 
but I would expect the damage to be rela- 
tively minor,” New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said Monday evening. 

New York City evacuated neighbors of a 
90 -story super luxury apartment building 
under construction after its crane partially 
collapsed in high winds, prompting fears the 
entire rig could crash to the ground. 

Off North Carolina, the U.S. Coast Guard 
rescued 14 of the 16 crew members who aban- 
doned the replica tall ship HMS Bounty on 
Monday in rough seas, using helicopters to 
pluck them from life rafts. 

A Coast Guard MH-60 Jayhawk rescue 
helicopter later recovered crew member 
Claudene Christian, 42, who was described 
as unresponsive, while continuing to search 
for the 63 -year-old captain of the ship, which 
sank in 18-foot seas, cnn contributed

Building a ‘Frankenstorm’ 



Meteorologists 
say Sandy is a rare, 
hybrid “super storm” 
created by an Arctic 
jet stream wrapping 
itself around a tropi- 
cal storm. 

The combination 
of those two storms 
would have been bad 
enough, but meteo- 
rologists said there 
was a third storm 
at play-a system 
coming down from 
Canada that would 
effectively trap the 

hurricane-nor’easter combo and hold it in place. While Sandy does not have the 
intensity of Hurricane Katrina, which devastated New Orleans in 2005, it has been 
gathering strength. It killed 66 people in the Caribbean last week before pounding 
U.S. coastal areas as it moved north. An AccuWeather meteorologist said Sandy “is 
unfolding as the Northeast’s Katrina.” 


Storm touches Chicago

The outer reaches of massive Hurricane Sandy 
now battering a swath of the Northeast is ex- 
pected to wallop the Chicago region with high 
winds Tuesday whipping Lake Michigan into 
a froth with record-breaking waves more than 
two stories tall. 

With some 500 flights canceled at the city’s 
airports Monday and the city’s financial mar- 
kets closed, Chicago officials warned residents 
to stay away from the lakefront Tuesday where 
gale-force winds are expected to generate waves 
up to 25 feet tall. 

“Stay off the lake, folks,” said Gary Schen- 
kel, executive director of Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications. “This 
could be a very dangerous situation.” 

But meteorologists don’t expect the pow- 
erful storm to produce any rain here, limiting 


possible flooding to areas directly adjacent to 
Lake Michigan. City officials will monitor Lake 
Shore Drive, but there are no plans to close it. 
Forecasters predicted crashing waves would 
only spray water up onto the commuter route, 
creating a traffic hazard at most. 

“We’re not really expecting two feet of water 
approaching building,” National Weather Service 
meteorologist Andrew Krein said. 

Chicago Park District officials said they have 
been securing beaches and planned to close the 
lakefront trail from North Avenue to Ohio 
Street starting Monday night. The CTA also 
is prepared to re-route buses as necessary, de- 
pending on the waves, officials said. 

Most of the storm’s dramatic action will hap- 
pen out on Lake Michigan, where whitecap 
records set during the 2011 blizzard might be 
broken, forecasters said.

Obama campaign 
plans ‘watch party’

Whoever wins the campaign for president a 
week from Tiiesda}^ this election night is not 
likely to resemble 2008 on the streets of Chi- 
cago. 

Four years ago, Chicago police blanketed 
the streets of downtown as streams of jubi- 
lant Barack Obama supporters— estimated at 
a quarter-million strong— flowed into Grant 
Park to see him speak, forming a sea of human- 
ity to mark the historic election of America’s 
first African-American president. 

This year, Obama’s campaign officials are 
calling the gathering a “watch party” And it 
will be set against a backdrop of convention 
center walls instead of the glittering skyline. 

Instead of the wide expanses of the park, 
Obama’s campaign is headed to the McCor- 
mick Place convention center, a smaller, less 
accessible — albeit more traditional —venue . 
The campaign announced Monday that the 
event would be held in the Lakeside Center 
portion of McCormick Place, the older, black 
steel-and-glass building east of Lake Shore 
Drive. 

Attendance will be limited to supporters 
willing to volunteer for Obama’s final cam- 
paign push, either by going to Wisconsin to 


knock on doors for two days or by spending 
three days making phone calls to swing-state 
voters. Obama campaign officials have been 
tight-lipped about how many people they plan 
to accommodate. 

Mayor Emanuel’s administration declined 
to comment on the specifics of any planning. 

‘After successfully hosting the NATO Sum- 
mit at McCormick Place and election night in 
2008, Chicago is more than capable of safely 
hosting this historic event, as well as celebra- 
tions that may occur throughout the city,” a 
statement from Emanuel spokeswoman Sarah 
Hamilton said. 

There are indications the city is preparing 
for issues beyond securing McCormick Place, 
whether it’s informal gatherings in downtown 
parks or incidents in neighborhoods. The Chi- 
cago Police Department has canceled days off 
for officers, ordered plainclothes cops into uni- 
form and is scheduling 12-hour shifts for Elec- 
tion Day police sources said. 

Those moves mirror arrangements for the 
NATO meetings in May an event that should 
have prepared all levels of law enforcement, 
said Jeff Cramer, a former federal prosecutor 
who heads the Chicago office of Kroll Adviso- 
ry Solutions, a global security consulting firm.

Boys suspected 
in Pakistan attack 


Pakistani police say they suspect two boys 
of nearly k illi ng a Pakistani teenage girl 
internationally famous for campaigning for 
girls’ education. 

On Oct. 9, Malala %usufzai was in her 
school van in the Taliban-held Swat Valley 
when armed thugs stopped the vehicle and 
jumped on board. They demanded that other 
girls riding identify 15-year-old Malala. Then 
they shot two girls and fired at Malala, striking 
her in the head and neck. 

At the time, Malala was well-known 
in Pakistan, and her profile was growing 
internationally She had been campaigning 
since she was ii, encouraging her fellow 
Pakistanis to stand up to the Taliban who were 
trying to push girls from classrooms. 

Pakistani authorities believe that one of the 


boys distracted the van driver, while the other 
asked someone to point out Malala, Pakistan’s 
interior minister told CNN. 

“Obviously they had done their homework,” 
Rehman Malik said. “They had seen the vehicle 
of Malala going up and down, and accordingly 
they acted on that.” 

On Monday police told CNN they were 
searching for two boys and a man they say 
drove the youths to the van. 

Malala is recovering in Great Britain, where a 
team of international doctors are caring for her. 
She’s made some progress, but her caregivers 
have said she has a long, hard road ahead. 

Her father, Ziauddin Tbusufzai, has 
described her survival as a “miracle for us.” 

In his interview with CNN, Malik called 
the teenager “the pride of Pakistan.”

A major new Pew Research 
Center poll is projecting a rela- 
tively high level of voter turn- 
out in the dead-even presiden- 
tial contest between President 
Obama and Mitt Romney. 

The national opinion survey, 
released Monday, shows the 
president and the former 
Massachusetts governor each 
drawing support from 47 per- 
cent of likely voters.

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Green Day cancels 


Tour dates axed, album 
release changed due to 
Armstrong’s rehab

Green Day canceled the rest of its North 
American club tour dates for this year and has 
postponed all January and February shows to 
give lead singer Billie Joe Armstrong more 
time to deal with substance abuse issues, the 
band said Monday 

“Obviously the timing for this isn’t ideal, 
but Billie Joe’s well-being is our main con- 
cern,” bass player Mike Dirnt said. 

Armstrong, who sought treatment for 
substance abuse two days after his expletive- 
laden meltdown during a show in Las Vegas in 
September, “is doing well,” Dirnt said. 

When the band announced Sept. 23 that 
its charismatic frontman would get help for 
substance abuse, it did not specify the nature 
of his problems. The 2012 club tour was set to 
launch Nov 26 in Seattle’s Paramount The- 
atre and end in Tempe, Ariz., on Dec. 10. The 
shows, which also included stops in California, 
Oregon and Nevada, will not be rescheduled. 

The 21-city tour that was scheduled to start 
on Jan. 7 in Green Bay and conclude on Feb. 8 
at the MGM Grand Garden Arena in Las Ve- 
gas will be rescheduled, the group’s announce- 
ment said. 

It was in Las Vegas at the MGM Grand 


that Armstrong’s infamous onstage meltdown 
happened, during the iHeartRadio Music 
Festival. Video from the event, captured on 
AbuTube, shows Armstrong cursing profusely 
after cutting a song short. He then went on a 
profanity-filled rant, pointing to a sign indi- 
cating Green Day had only one minute left in 
its set, far shorter than he’d expected. 

“You’ve got to be ... kidding me,” said 
Armstrong, noting his longevity on the mu- 
sic scene and disparaging teen pop sensation 
Justin Bieber, who was not among the festival 
performers. “This is a ... joke.” 

Armstrong slammed his guitar onto the 
stage, shredding it, and tossed its remnants 
into the crowd. He then flashed his middle 
finger and walked off the stage. 

The band later issued an apology, telling 
fans “that our set was not cut short by Clear 
Channel and to apologize to those we offend- 
ed at the iHeartRadio Festival in Las Vegas.” 
iHeartRadio is a division of Clear Channel 
Broadcasting. 

While fans can’t see Green Day live onstage 
anytime soon, the group is moving up the re- 
lease date of the album “Green Day Tre!” to 
Dec. II from its original date of Jan. 15. 

“We feel bad we have to delay our tour, so 
to make up for it we want to give our fans the 
music earlier than we had planned,” drummer 
Tfe Cool said. “If we couldn’t be there to play 
it for you live, the least we could do was give 
you the next best thing.”

In the first verse on his 
debut album “Dreams 
and Nightmares,” Meek 
Mill notes that he “did it 
without an album.” 

By one measurement 
Meek Mill is the most 
successful rapper currently 
working: His “Dreamchas- 
ers 2” mixtape, released 
earlier this year, holds 
the record for the most 
downloads ever from free 
mixtape site Datpiff at more than 3 million. 

By all traditional metrics. Meek Mill is a pure 
genre artist with relatively little crossover appeal. 
Millions of free downloads notwithstanding, the 
bottom line is “Dreams and Nightmares” will reach 
fewer people and arguably deliver less hit material (its 
great lead single, ‘Amen,” already was on “Dream- 
chasers 2”), making it potentially easy to overlook. 

In a year that’s already seen, in addition to 
“Dreamchasers 2,” a group album from Mill’s label.

the Rick Ross-helmed Maybach Music Group, as 
well as two Ross mixtapes and one Ross album, one 
might question the need for “Dreams and Night- 
mares.” Songs like the lush, feature-heavy “Maybach 
Curtains” and “Lay Up,” while good, are MMG boil- 
erplate by now; there probably have been two dozen 
tracks this year that convey the same basic mood 
and message with a similar cast of performers. 

Nonetheless, while little on “Dreams and 
Nightmares” makes an effort to distinguish itself 
conceptually as a landmark work— it goes so far as 
to include the sequel to a story rap from “Dream- 
chasers”— Mill’s talent is singular. Despite Ross’s 
efforts to make Mill in his own image. Mill is, at 
heart, a fairly classic rapper, a gifted storyteller with 
an eye for detail in the vein of Ghostface Killah or 
Beanie Sigel. His evocative portrayals of violence 
and jail time on songs like “Polo and Shell Tops” or 
“In God We Trust” give life and humanity to rarely 
discussed realities. 

Although it’s unlikely that “Dreams and Night- 
mares” will end up as one of the most memorable 
parts of Mill’s career, plenty of what it has to say 
should leave an unforgettable imprint.

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Ghost hunting

Our ghost quest went down in the basement 
of the Hangge-Uppe, a near North Side bar 
apparently haunted by the spirit of a girl who 
was murdered there. 

Speaking of dark spirits, the event was 
sponsored by Patron XO Cafe, and it was not 
long after we arrived that their hostess intro- 
duced Zak Bagans, the wedding DJ-turned- 
paranormal investigator who hosts Travel 
Channel’s “Ghost Adventures.” He was to 
lead a group of reporters and winners of the 
“Ghost Hunt with Zak Bagans” sweepstakes 
on our own ghostly adventure. 

I knew nothing about Bagans or his show, 
much to the disappointment of my fellow 
hunters, who were eager to see or hear, well, 
something more than bar patrons. 

Bagans loosened us up with a couple of 
short, spooky anecdotes before turning things 
over to the bar’s manager, Wade Weishaar, who 
regaled us with some scary tales of his own. 

A Hangge-Uppe doorman once witnessed a 
“woman in white” climbing the stairs 40 min- 
utes after the bar closed, he said, ^ars later, 
the bar owner’s wife told him that after hearing 
noises in an empty bathroom, she and others 
witnessed a glass flying across the bar top.
